Frledrichsruhe, Aug. 3.—The grounds» 
ubout Prince Bismarck’s 
castle 
were 
thronped with people early yesterday, 
crowds of Hamburgers being attracted 
there by the prospect of seeing Emperor 
William pay a tribute of respect to the 
dead. They wandered about the woods, 
congregated in the beer gardens, and 
sent hundreds of memorial pust cards 
with portr.aits of the deceased prince 
and pictures of the castle. 
Many of the 
people were in mourning, and hundreds 
came on bicycles. Under the trees sixty 
men of the Thirty-first Infantry from 
Altnna, and the sergeants I'f rrinci'llis- 
marek’s regiment from Madgeburg, had 
airagned their meases. 
The sergeants 
in their \vhite uniforms with yellow fac­ 
ings and burnished helmets furnished a 
guard which was on duty on the terrace 
facing the garden behind the castle. 


A r r i v a l o f t h e I n i p o r i a l T a r t y . 
Venders of cards, 
photographs 
and 
medals swarmed al>out the outskirts «»f 
the crowds, and waiters from the neigh­ 
boring beer gardens, liearing trays of 
empty i>r filled glasses, circulated on all 
sides, and did a big business among the 
thirsty. 
There 
were 
t)nly 
a 
few 
gen d’armes peresnt. but they wore per­ 
fectly able to maintain order. When the 
imperial train arrived here the crowds 
were so anxious to see the emperor that 
they swarmed over the fences and upon 
the 
platform. 
The 
troops, however, 
were able to keep a sr»ace clear an*und 
the 
emperor’s 
saloon 
carriage. 
The 
presentiitlons at the railroad crcisslng 
where the P.ltmiarcks received the em- 
pertu’ and empress consumed ten niln- 
utes, the emiteror shaking hands wlta 
Count Von liantzau, the late prince’s 
son-in-law, and other relatives of the 
deceased. 


C 'ercm onlcH W e r e V e r y l*ri%*ntr. 
There was no cheering, but an uproar 
was caused by the excited conversation 
carried on among the crowds present. 
What t»H»k place In the death chamber 
Is not known, though an official state­ 
ment on the subject may be forthcom­ 
ing. But there Is no doubt the religious 
service was most impressive. 
Pastor 
Westphal, of Brunstorf, conducted it 
according to the rites of the reformed 
church. 
The text, in compliance with 
Prince Bismarck's de.sire. was from the 
First Epistle of Paul the Apostle to the 
Corinthians, chapter xv, versos 53 to 57. 
The mourners present Including the Im­ 
perial party, numbered from thirty to 
forty persons. 
Immediately after the 
service the emperf»r and empress and 
party started for Berlin. 
The former 
Empress Fredt rlck ^ent a large laurel 
wreath with palnuV lilies 
and 
white 
roses intertwined and tied with black.

It was a mournful procession that de­ 
filed into the death chamber. Prince 
Htrbert leading with the empress, and 
the emperor following with Princes.s 
Herbert, after whom came the privileged 
members of the Imperial suite and the 
wife and daughter of Dr. Schweninger, 
und Baron Merck, in all about thirty 
pers'jnages. 
Chairs 
were 
dispwsed 
around 
the 
catafalque 
and 
Pastor 
Westphal stood at the head of the cofiin. 
When their majesties entered all k.nelt 
down aruund the coffin in slleni prayer. 
Then a hymn was sung and Pastor 
Westphal delivered a di.scourse extol- 
Ing the deeds of the deceased prince. 
Another 
hymn 
and 
the 
benediction 
closed 
the 
simple 
ceremony, 
which 
lasted twenty minutes. Their majesties 
deposited beautiful wreaths on the c o f ­ 
fin and under the guidance of Prince 
Herbert inspected the numerous lloral 
tributes. 


It Is said, that the emperor pressed 
his desire to have a national fun -ral in 
the Berlin cathedral. 
Prince Herbert, 
liowever, still demurred, whereupon his 
m ajesty said: 
“If this is not a* ceptable 
I 
should 
like to 
place 
a 
memorial 
sarcophagus, with a life-sized monu­ 
ment, In the cathedral." 
But to this 
Prince Herbert replied that he could not 
see how he would be acting in con­ 
formity with his father’s instructions 
by accepting it. 
Bismarck’s body w as 
attired, not as was customary in uni- 
ft nn, but in ordinary grave clothing, 
with a white neck cloth adjusted as he 
u.sed to wear it when not in uniform. 
Dr. Schweninger himself arranged the 
body In a sleeping posture, lying on the 
side. 
Roses were placed in the hands 
by Countess Marie von Rantzau, the 
daughter of Bismarck. 


Two 
death-bed 
photographs 
were 
taken—one solely for the members of 
the family and the other for an Illus­ 
trated life of Bismarck which It Is be­ 
lieved Professor Franz von Lenbach, 
the painter, will undertake. 
It Is ex- 
pcfted that the cofiin will remain In the 
death chamber until the mausoleum is 
completed; or, If the sanitary authori­ 
ties object, it will be taken to the so- 
called Tower House. 
Hamburg friends 
have already subscrll)ed 300,000 marks 
to build the mausoleum. 
Th wreaths 
are extremely beautiful. 
That from 
Count and Countess von Bismarck is 
inscribed: 
“Bill 
and 
Sibyll.“ 
That 
from the Blelchroders 
bank was so 
large that It needed a whole carriage to 
itself. 


President Kruger, of the Transvaal 
republic, telegraphed to Emperor W ill­ 
iam and to Prlnee Bismarck his condo­ 
lences, and announced that the govern­ 
ment fiags at Pretoria, the capital, were 
half-masted In honor of the deceased 
statesman. 
The emperor and empress 
remained forty-five m inutes at the cas­ 
tle, and were escorted back to the train 
by the entire Bismarck family. Brief 
farewells were exchanged at the railroad. 
The emperor, standing In hli saloon 
cftrrlag«. Mluted tbt crowd, whlGb rt* 


iwror remilned standing, tlie empreM 
being seated. The emperor shook hands 
with Pastor Westphal, and Pinnow, the 
valet of Bismarck._________ 
FUSION FORCES OF K£BEASXA. 


Democrats Cause a Deadlock by a Struggle 
f o r G o v e r n o r . 


Lincoln, Aug. 3,-~Nebraska’s fusion 


failed to make for themselves a 
reco.'d for Industry in their three state 
conventions held yesterday. 
Beginning 
shortly after 2 o’clcck in the afiernoon 
an evening recess found them hardly 
well begun, a permanent organization 
and appointment of the customary com­ 
mittees being the sum total of the work 
nccoinpllshed up to the night session. 


It was nearly 8 o’clock when the night 
pesslon began, and two hours later the 
reitort of the conference committee on 
the division of the offices among the 
three parties was received. 
U recom­ 
mended that the Populists be allowed 
to name the head of the ticket (gover­ 
nor), and that such other state oíHcers 
as had served acceptably be renom- 
inatrd. 
There wa^ opposition, but the 
reprrt was adopted in turn by ea' h con­ 
vention. 
It means that the Populists 
take every state ofllcer except attorney 
general, which goes to the Democrats. 


The three conventions nd«ipted plat­ 
forms which are all fre-* silver, and then 
proceeded to ballot for governor, the 
Democrats disregard’ng the a'?re<m« nt 
and putting up a candidate. Th»- result 
was a fie.'idhiik. which Is not broken at 
this writing.

The wardroom ou a mau-of-war is the 
living place of all the older officers of 
the ship, with on© exceptiou, the com- 
inauding officer. 
He lives by himself, 
has his own cabins, his own mes^^, his 
own servants. Naval etiquette and cus­ 
tom have established this habit of isola­ 
tion for the inun on the ship who has 
comnuind of all the rest. The rea.son is 
undoubtedly to be found in the very 
fact that ho represents extraordinary 
power. 
Under these circumstances any 
attempt to forget the superiority of his 
rank by means of a connnon caliin or 
messroom for him and his subordin'itos 
would only result in embarrassm«.nt on 
both sides. 


This does not mean that ho may not 
bo sociable, for much depends upon tlie 
man. But it is .safe to say that any .sliow 
of effusiveness anion« tho.sc wlio live 
abaft the mast must come from his side, 
if he wishes it to be general. The situa­ 
tion is a delicate one. 


In the freer air of the wardroum we 
find from 10 to 20ollicers living togeth­ 
er, the number varN'ing with the size of 
the ship. Their ugt's may range from 25 
to 50, and they are of all ranks alun'o 
that of naval c;ulet, and of all corps. 
Engineer oilieer.s, line ()niet r>, nudical 
oHicers, marin«» oilicers, one pay ofllcer 
and one chaphiin, may all be inehub'd 
in the wardruijm of a liirue ship. The.^^e 
men live in statfr<iomsarrani4:o(l aViuut a 
connuon space, which is known as the 
“ wardroom country.”

As soon as an olhc'T returns to the 
wavilrooni from one <lrill ami beyins a 
cunver.*iation or perhaps hums u sum' he 
is interrupted by the bu'-rles n!i d. i k and 
inu.'.t buckle on his sword and ret urn to 
another drill. 


At every call to quarters all ofiicers 
must r4*p»>rt thejnselvi s ready tor <luty. 
The chaplain and payma>ter, havinj' 
much le.ss to do with drill.s than the 
other oilicer.s are usually tlio iir.-t to be 
hack in the wardrt»om, win re then* is 
other work for them. The medical ujii- 
cer has jjone forward to the sick bay to 
look after his patients. 


When the nudday breakfast conies, 
there is tho first breathing space for a 
little leisure and relaxation. 
Jiut the 
drills for tlio day are not yet over, and 
at 1 o’clock the hustle is resumed 
throughout tho ship. A sudden call may 
come for collision drill, or lire drill, or 
battalion drill. If at sea, a floating,' tar­ 
get niay bo dropped overboard, and for 
an hour the ship bo shaken froni stem 
to stern by tho discliarge of gnus. From 
8 to 5 o’clock in the afternoon there is 
generally a rcispito from work, and the 
wardroom begins to sliow signs of be­ 
ing a home. Some in it are reading or 
writing, others aro snmking or playing 
ganies or loafing. Still others are in 
their rooms taking the seaman’s after­ 
noon nap. 
But at 5 o’clock the drills 
and exercises come again. 


By 0 :80 o’clock there is a feeling that 
one can sit down and dine without fear 
of interruption. The mess as a whole is 
now gathered together, and tho meal is 
generally a thoroughly enjoyable and 
delightful affair. After it is over there 
are cigars, games, music, or tho ri«:ht to 
withdraw within oneself without ex- 
citing remark. 
By 10 o’clock most of 
these sailors are in bed, but even now 
the drills may not be over. At nu«hiight 
the bugles may sound, and in two min­ 
utes all the ship’s company bo rapidly 
waking ready for an enemy.—New 
York Post,
